INTRODUCTORY  STATEMENT 


This  preliminary  abstract  for  the  calendar  year  193*  1*  compiled  from  the  annual  re- 
ports of  large  steam  railways,  express  companies,  and  the  Pullman  Company.  It  is  intended  pri- 
S  y  to  male  available  as  promptly  as  possible  certain  totals  not  obtainable  from  the  month- 
ly or  speoial  reports  of  carriers.  The  totals  are  subject  to  change  after  °°"°°*lon%l°  *he 
annual  reports  have  been  authorized.  The  final  totals  will  appear  in  the  Statlstlce  of  Rail- 
ways for  1934.  Statistical  summaries  concerning  eleotrio  railways,  pipe  lines,  and  oarriere 
by  water  will  be  issued  separately. 

Beoauee  a  separate  annual  publication  of  freight  oommodity  statistios  for  the  year 
1934  will  be  issued  in  full  detail  for  the  157  classes  of  commodities,  only  group  totals  of 
commodities  carried  are  shown  in  this  preliminary  abstract. 

It  should  be  especially  observed  that  the  balance  sheet  items  rslate  to  companies 
that  file  operating  reports  and  do  not  cover  the  balance  sheets  of  companies  that  file  lessor 
reports  the  property  of  which  is  operated  by  Glass  I  steam  railways,  that  is,  railways  hay- 
inTannual  opening  revenues  above  *1, 000,000.  The  following  table  shows  the  investmen t  in 
rold^nd  equipment  of  the  operating,  lessor  and  proprietary  companies  at  the  end  of  the  year

Summary  No.  5,  "Abstract  of  selected  items  from  the  annual  reports  of  individual 
olass  I  steam  railways, ■  appears  in  this  publication  for  the  first  time,  and  Summary  No,  3  Is 
enlarged  by  giving  more  complete  information  pertaining  to  employees,  servloe,  and  compensa- 
tion of  express  companies. 

The  issuing  of  $505,114,198  capital  stook  during  193*  shown  for  the  Eastern  distrlot 
in  Summary  Mo.  1  is  largely  the  result  of  an  exchange  of  nonpar  for  par  stock  by  the  Hew  York 
Central  R.  R.  Co. 

The  reverse  entry  of  $15, 551,786  against  expenditures  for  new  lines  and  extensions 
in  the  Southern  distrlot  in  Summary  No.  1  is  largely  the  result  of  an  adjustment  in  the  ac- 
counts of  the  Atlanta,  Birmingham  &  Coast  R.  R.  Co.  so  as  to  state  its  investment  In  road  and 
equipment  on  the  basis  required  by  order  of  this  Commission,  whioh  order  is  the  subject  of 
litigation  now  pending  In  the  oourte. 

Beginning  with  the  annual  report  for  193*,  system  rsports  havs  been  filed  by  the 
following  oompanies:  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  Fe  Ry.  Co.,  Uissourl-Kansas-Texae  R.R.  Co.,  and 
St.  Louis  Southwestern  Ry.  Co.  They  have  oonsolldatsd  with  their  own  statistios  and  aooounts 
those  of  their  operating  and  nonoperatlng  subsidiaries  regarded  as  constituting  one  operating 
system.  The  Erie  R.  R.  Co.  and  New  York,  Susquehanna  A  Western  R.  R.  Co.  also  filed  system 
reports  consolidating  only  the  operating  oompanies  of  their  systems.  This  method  of  reporting 
eliminates  certain  lnteroorporate  transactions.  Also,  the  iU«s  of  road  owned  by  the  subsid- 
iary oompanies  in  these  systems  ars  inoluded  In  the  operating  system  report.  The  introduction 
of  these  system  reports,  as  well  as  the  acquisition  of  the  properties  of  13  oompanies  by  the 
Texas  &  Hew  Orleans  R.  R.  Co.,  largely  accounts  for  the  inoreaee  of  8,352  «l}w«  J11  *?•  t0+r" 
■miles  of  road  owned"  shown  in  this  abstract  when  compared  with  the  corresponding  total  in  the 
1933  abstract.  The  total  for  "miles  of  road  opsrated"  Is  not  similarly  affected.
